RUSSIA'S SERIOUS PLIGHT. 


Never in all the history of Rus- 
sia as a nation have her soldiers 
under arms behaved so disgrace- 
fully as thev’are doing at this 
time. Never a brilliant or a dar- 
ing soldier, the Russian has al- 


ways been a brave one in his dog- 


ged and plodding way. Back in 
the days of Peter the Great when | 
Sweden was a world power un- 
der “eorge NI, a military 
genius of the first order, the Rus- 
sians were defeated time and 
again and driven back with grea‘ 
slaughter. The very existence of 
Russia was threatened by the vie- 
torious Charles. But in the end 
the Kussian fortitude and staying 
powers prevailed and Sweden 
was crushed forever at Pultowa. 

All through the centuries of 
her existence Russia has been 
at war. She has never won a 
spectacular victory or triumphed 
in a daring Ability 
to stand punishment and come 
back for more has been her 
Her place 


campaign 


main asset in war. 
as one of the world’s greatest 
powers was builded upon this 
foundation alone. Her soldiers 
have always been steady and 
stubborn and stupid. Always 
they have reached the empire’s 
goal through defeat’ They hava 
worn their enemies out and then 
had enough left to deliver the 
final blow. 

Most notable of all these cases 
was that of the wars with Na- 
poleon. The great French em. 
peror destroyed the Russian 
army at <Austerlitz, Later he 
hammered the remnants of this 
army and a fresh one to piece. 
in several smaller battles. The 
Russian soldier fought bravely 
in every encounter but alway 
with misfortune. When Napo- 

leon led his invincible armies in 

to Russia he was opposed at 
Borodino in one of the most stub 
born battles of that century. 
The Russians fought here | with 
the courage of despair. Their 
infantry regiments simply _re- 
fused to yield Napoleon him- 
self grew sick of the slaughter 
and ordered -a bayonet charge 
to disperse these 
grenadiers. 
fifty per cent of their forces, the 
Russians fought on while in re 
treat. Later in the Russo-Jap 
anese war, although beaten the 
Russians were not disgraced. At 
Port Arthur, Mukden and on the 
Yalu they fought like brave men 
long and well. 

During the first two years of 
this war the soldiers of the 
ezar, poorly equipped and out 
classed in artillery and reserves 
of ammunition, fought with stub 
born courage. They won great 
victories over the Austrians and, 
although beaten always by th: 
Germans. they offered determin 
ed resistance in retreat. 

Then came the revolution. Lib. 
erty, the cherished and priceless 
heritage of every free man and 
the -beautiful dream of- every 
slave, came at last to the poor 
Russian. And while the democ- 
racy of the world rejoiced at this 
miracle, this benefaction, the 
Russian himself became drunken 
and debauched from the intoxi- 
- eating draught. He was no mor 

” fit for it than a child, an animal. 
an unreasoning being He listen- 
.ed to the wild raving of every 
agitator, anarchist and outeast 
that stood on a street corner and 
proceeded to overthrow authority 
and defy discipline and cast or- 


ganization to the winds. 
il flooded the dis-

men of the country began to 
come to the front and, struggling 
on the brink, Russia was just 
beginning to find herself when 
the army cracked like a rotten 
tick. 

In the light of every reason, 
argument, theory and condition, 


this sudden weakness and cow- 
ardice of soldiers who have four 


centuries of stubborn, unyield- 
ing bravery behind them, is in- 
expheable. . The Russian bear 
that walks like a man, who can 
fathom him? Who ean under- 
Having: his habita- 
tion on the borderline between 


occident and the orient he dis- 
plays the characteristics of both 
Shem and Japhet, and yet he is 


the mystery of the ages. He is 
the uncertain quantity of the 
great war. If he will do his part 
the Prussian will be crushed 
Within a year. If ne does not, it 
will require two years at. least. 

But the present cowardice and 
utter panic of the Russian armies 
upsets all calculations and con- 
jectures. All precedents of this 
strange in.and out nation hav» 
been shattered. Never in the 
worst period of her servitude 
was Russia in such a plight as 
today. While there is courage 
there is always hope, but when 
courage is gone either there must 
be a miracle or dark plumes and 
the crash of gravel upon the cof- 
fin of the dead. 

But it is claimed that Russia 
may be able to vet come back. 
that her routed and disorganized 
armies may yet be reorganized 
and under proper leadership win 
back what has been lost to the 
central powers. If this cannot 
be accomplished by her able lead- 
ors, as a last resort the Japanese 
may be called upon by the allies 
to throw a horde of soldiers 
elong this front to whip the Ger- 
inans and Austrians. There is no 
discounting the valor of the Jap- 
anese and when they get into 


action there will be another story 
to tell.

NO MORE FREE LAND. 


Gladstone was of the opinion 
that as long as there remained 
in the United States land open to 
the settler, the test of our insi- 
tutions would be delayed. The 
day when there will be no more 
lree land is in sight. The re- 
maining free land, upon which 
a settler can make a living, is 
being rapidly taken up. The gov- 
ernment, by irrigation, may re 
Claim limited areas, but such 
scraps must be meager

For the industrial de- 
mands of this century have sur- 
passed any nineteenth ceniury 
expectation, and the great west 
will -{urnish opportunities for a 
long time to come apart from ag- 
ricylture; while agriculture itself 


will be inténsified beyond = a uo a $peper 


putation of any former genera- 
tion. 

What = were purely mining 
states are desined to vast agri- 
cultural development, and what 
seemed states committed to agri- 
culture exclusively, are witness- 
ing surprising industrial differ- 
entiations. 

Notwithstanding these mitiga- 
lions, it is true that there does 
impend an economie change | in 
opportunity rather than cessation 
of opportunity, which rust make 
itself radically — felt. States- 
manship should foreeast the com- 
ing event and prepare in a meas. 
lure against it. 

If our young men are no song. 
er to find free lands at their dis- 
posal, the other openings should 
be more carefully. conserved for 
them, rather than be offered to 
those who will come from Furope 


Jn response to the invitation. 


Whether a vast movement to our 
shore will follow the end of the 
war or not, is a perplexing ques- 
tion, perhaps not. to be answered 
except by the event. 

But the first duty of our gov- 
ernment is to its own sons and 
daughters, and that duty coin- 
cides with a rational national 
policy. We have built up a vast 
economic organization under the 
security of a powerful fational- 
ism, und that nationalism, to be 
conserved against all enemies. 
raust be guarded by a contented 
people. Only those can be happy 
who have opportunity to earn 
a living. and some more
